WASHINGTON, Jane 19.—The crop r«- 


port of the Deportment of Agriculture 
makes the area of Spring wheat nearly 
the same as last year, about twelv* mill- 
ion acres. 
There is an increase of 


one-sixth over last year's unsatisfactory 
flonr product of Southern Dakota. The 
effect of the low prices for wheat has 
been counterbalanced by the superior 
rate of yield of recent years, the condi- 
tion of spring went averagiag 98% 
against 97 last year. Wisconsin, 97; 
Minnesota, 97; Iowa, 100; Nebraska, 97; 
Dakota, 90; Washington Territory, 100. 


Winter wheat is not so promising »s 


on the 1st of May. A slight decline in 
the condition is reported in the West, 
and the low condition of the Southern 
crop is more reduced still, jet the av- 
erage yield is only reduced two points 
from the 'Ji dot to the 92 dot. 
It 


ia Btill from average to high in the 
great wheat producing States. In New 
York it is not bettering, as in the years 
of strong root growth. It is very prom- 
ising in Maryland auJ Virginia, except 
on wet lands. In the South it has been 
affected by rust ani the»hri?«ling of th« 
grain harvested. There has been injury 
from drought in Texas, rain and floods 
in Ohio and hailstorms in Mlssonri. 
The prospect is good for a small frac- 
tion above twelve bushels per acre. 


Kye has declined from the general 


nverng* of the 95 dot to the 94 dot. 
During the month the barley acreage 
has been increas»d three per cant, and 
the condition averaged 100. Last year 
in June it was 89. 


Th« large acreage of oats in 1885 bus 


not been extensively increased. It has 
been slightly reduced in Kentucky anil 
Ohio, where the area was abnormal lust 
year. The increase will approach half 
a million acres. The condition averages 
nearly 95 against 94 in 1885 and 98 in 
1884.
